The dead and wounded, mostly Jews, were 
victims of a ma-ss hy.sterla (lamed by religious 
prejudice. 

Maybe the blood of those people In that 
far-off country has a lower bolllnR point 
than ours, and their hatreds are more likely 
to be highly cxplo.slvc. but the Incident dem- 
onstrates the vlclousness of rumors. 

We all are given to placing too much 
credence in rumors, and very often we are 
unaware of the heartbreaks and other serious 
consequences that result from unfounded 
stories. 

Did you ever stop to think how many tale.s 
you hear about are credited to "someone." 
"they," or some other source that very sel- 
dom can be Identified? , 

AH such stories may seem harmlesa when 
flrst.started.although-Mme-aTC-actuiHy'pef-"' 
petrated viciously. But usually, by the time 
they are built up through repetition, all ru- 
mors become malicious. 

Because "someone" told n hoy to say some- 
thing, a street slaughter take< place In 
Poland. That demonstrates the extreme re- 
sult of a rumor'a power. AncJ- although noth- 
ing like that may ever occur In this country. 
It should remind us that nimors may have a 
vei7 serious result. That's why Ifa better to 
squelch them than to pass them along with 
the usual embelllshmentj.
